Although authori- 

ties vary as to who actually wrote the story, 

father or son, it appears to have been a,col- 
laboration of both parties. 


Johann David Wyss was born in the town 
of Berne in Switzerland. The story of The 
Swiss Family Robinson was originally told 
by him to his four children, but he never had 
it printed, Some scholars believe that he had 
no intention of ever having it published. 


His son, Johann Rudolf Wyss, was born in 
Berhe on March 4, 1781. He studied philos- 
ophy and theology, and was named professor 


of philosophy at the Berne Academy at the 
age of 24, 


He is remembered chiefly for his connec 
tion with The Swiss Family Robinson, It is 
believed that he edited the manuscript of the 
story and was responsible for its publication 
in Zurich, Switzerland in the years 1812 and 
1813. The first edition of The Swiss Family 
Robinson, appeared in German. The book 
has since been translated into almost every 
European language and has enjoyed con- 
tinuing popularity over the years for young 
people all over the world. Since the first 
English translation in London, some two 
hundred versions have been published in 
Eneland and America. y 

Johann Rudolf Wyss is also remembered 
as the author of the Swiss national anthem. 
He also was a book reviewer and popularizer 
of themes from Swiss history and folklore. 
Among Johann Rudolf Wyss’ works are col- 
lections of folk songs, legends and editions 
of old Swiss chronicles, 


He died in Berne in March, 1830, 
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
